Why .should it bo assumed, Ijocause 
Lite Burraitl Inlet route has bcon 
clioson for the Canada Pacific Railway, 
that therefore the Island road is lost ? 
That the Province has not -a valid 
claim on Canada for the construction 
of a line of road along the East Const 
of the Island ? Since 1872 the public 
lands from Esquimalt to Seymour Nar- 
rows have been withdrawn from settle- 
ment. Since 1S75 the public lands ly- 
ing between Esquimalt and Nauaituo 
have been actually conveyed for rail- 
way purposes to Canada. P>y the terms 
of the Carnarvon Settlement Canada 
was bound to construct a line of railway 
from Esquimalt to Nanaimo. That 
claim has not, to our knowledge, been 
weakened in any sense; and the selec- 
tion of the Burrard Inlet route instead 
of lessening has given force to the obli- 
gation. The Province has suffered in- 
calculable injury by tin; locking up of 
the Island lands. Many hundreds of 
settlers who came to remain went away, 
unable to obtain pre-emptions because of 
the railway reserve, and are thus lost to 
the country forever. Therefore, some- 
thing is duo from Canada to Columbia 
in the way of compensation for unful- 
filled promises and avoidable delays.. 
Practical men give it as their opinion 
that a railway between Esquimalt 
and Nanaimo will pay. That it would 
form a wanted link in the Canada Pa- 
cific railroad and be indispensable for Im- 
perial purposes in case of war ; that it 
would develop valuable mining pro- 
perty now lying idle between Esqui- 
malt and Nanaimo, and make the for- 
mer the chief shipping port of the Pro- 
vince, cannot be doubted. Perhaps it 
would be asking too much of the 
Dominion Government that they 
should build the line; but a com- 
pany, aided by Dominion subsidies 
and the gift of the valuable railway 
belt, might bo found to undertake the 
work. The Province once declined 
compensation in the sum of S7f>0,000 
in lien of the Island Railway, because 
it was feared its acceptance would 
weaken the claim of the country on 
the Dominion for n railway in any part 
of the Province. If that sum were 
somewhat increased would it not bo 
found practicable to form a company 
that would undertake the work of con- 
struction 1 Wo think there would be 
no difficulty at all in tho way ; and it 
is tho duty of the Local Government to 
draw the attention of the Dominion 
Government to the matter immediate- 

iy- m 

A NEW RECLAMATION DEVICE. 



All persons familiar with tule re- 
clamation know that ono of the great 
difficulties in levee building is the un- 
steadiness of the soil upon which the 
levee must be erected. The soil in 
many places is really floating. The 
consequence is that if a levee is built 
of such dimensions as will make it 
secure against tho pressure of high 
water or floods, it is so heavy that the 
soil beneath sinks continually. The 
more material is heaped on top of the 
levee to keep it up to grade, the 
more it continues sinking. The 
solid bottom being found at from 20 to 
40 feet below the surface, it is out of 
question to pile dirt on top until the 
bottom of the levee should reach per- 
manent foundation. It was needed, 
then, to devise something permitting 
the construction of a levee of suitable 
proportions upon a floating surface. 
Captain M. O. Lawton, an engineer of 
experience in tule land reclamation, 
was selected to investigate the condi- 
tion of Staten Island, after the flood of 
1878, and to propose| means for its 
final reclamation. After long study, 
he decided in favour of the "wooden 
bulkhead," with which Staten Island is 
nowactually almost, wholly surrounded. 
Tho posts, which are 5x6 and 1 (i ft. in 
length, are placed in the ground J ft. 
apart. These are braced with scant- 
ling 21 ft. long and secured by fool- 
boards running from brace to brace. 
Pace boards are then put on and against 
them the levee is built. The bulk-head 
is 6 ft. high, two feet above the Hood 
at Staten Island in the year 1878. It 
is said that this wooden structure alone 
is ample security against high water. 
The cost of the reclamation by the new 
system was about §8 per acre and 9000 
acres have been reclaimed. Staten Is- 
land, it is claimed, produces as much 
as 200 sacks of potatoes to the acre ; 
beans in the same proportion ; alfalfa, 
five cuttings in a year. Tho produc- 
tiveness of the tule lands, aided by 
irrigation, which is so easy, is perfectly 
astounding. Is there anything con- 
tained in this information that might 
be profitably adopted at Chilliwhack 
and Sum as 1 



OUR MOST REGENT LIB EE 
SUIT. 

Wo do not know whether the Honor- 
able Arthur Buxsteu is responsible 
for a paragraph which appeared in the 
Government organ yesterday concern- 
ing an action which he is reported to 
have entered against the owner of this 
paper for alleged libel. But we shall 
assume that he furnished tho informa- 
tion on which the paragraph is based, 
and have this to say thereanent : That 
no article has appeared in this journal 
slandering or libeling Mr. Buxsteu ; 
that on Wednesday, learning that 
he felt aggrieved at a harmless remark 
which occurred in a communication 
signed " Chemainus," we furnished an 
explanation which any reasonable man 
or one not bent on " war,'' would have 
accepted as ample , that we have no 
other statement or explanation to make, 
but shall calmly and confidently await 
the issue of a trial — that is, if Mr. 
Bunster. should see proper to push the 
matter to that extremity. The right 



of the Press to comment freely on the 
conduct of public men must be main- 
tained ; and as to us seems to have 
fallen the task of maintaining that 
right, the public may rest assured we 
shall not flinch from the ordeal. If the 
Government of this Province and those 
who think with them had their fling 
the Press here would be as spiritless 
and cowardly as that of Russia; and 
every conceivable outrage might be 
committed by our rulers or representa- 
tives without the Press daring to utter 
a word of remonstrance. If the Press 
of the Pacific Province should fall into 
that abject condition it will not be our 
fault ; and if Mr. 13. is anxious to pro- 
ceed, we sincerely hopo that nothing 
we have said will cause him to pause. 



THE OLD HE'S LATEST 
SUIT. 



LIBEL 



The libel suit just decided in favor 
of the Toronto Globe, which was pur- 
sued by a powerful and influential an- 
tagonist, who represented the military 
element of Toronto, furnishes a case in 
point The article in the Globe which 
was alleged to be libellous charged that 
the 10th Royal Regiment was in a very' 
disorganised state, and that this was 
mainly due to the dissatisfaction of the 
officers and men with the management 
of its financial affairs by Liout.-Col. 
Stollkrv, who declined to account to 
his corps for a portion of the incidental 
funds which fell under his administra- 
tion. As commanding officer he held 
that they had no right to expect him 
to explain to them how they had been 
expended, whether for his personal use 
or for the purposes of tho regiment. 
Col. STOLLERY was pleased to regard 
the article as a libel upon his reputa- 
tion as an officer and a man of honor, 
and accordingly brought an action to 
recover from' the ' Globe 8 10,000 
damages. The learned .1 udge, in charg- 
ing the jury, pointed out the distinction 
between the liberty and license of the 
Press, and while leaving to the jury to 
determine whether the article in ques- 
tion was libellous or not cautioned 
them against hampering the Press in 
proper criticisms of public men. The 
jury, after deliberating 20 minutes, 
found for the Globe, thus establishing 
the right of the Press to criticise in 
strong language, if it is deserved, the 
conduct of public men. Col. Stolleuy's 
resignation must follow as a matter of 
course. 



If AN LAS COURTNEY FIZZLE. 



By Thursday's mail we received ad- 
ditional intelligence concerning tho 
boat race that did not come off, Book- 
makers and poolsellers paid back all 
moner staked. The amount bet on the 
boat race is variously estimated at from 
$50,000 to 8200,000, and there is good 
reason for believing that it approaches 
near the hitter figure. Opinions differ 
as to who will have to bear the blame 
of the Hanlan-Courtney fizzle, but all 
aeroe that Courtney's carelessness about 
the protection of his boats invited their 
destruction, if they were tampered with 
by an enemy. Many still bcliuve that 
Courtney could have outrowed Haitian, 
but think that the sawing of his boats 
was the result of cowardice.

Editor Colonist: — In your issue of 
yesterday you state that '-The clock of 
Mr. Rodfcm and the whistles are five 
minutes out." As regards the clock 
such an assertion is incorrect for it 
goes so steadily that the variation is 
almost imperceptible, being only about 
five seconds per month. When I put 
up the clock' throe years ago 1 also went 
to the trouble and expense of erecting 
a transit instrument to enable me to 
keep the correct time, and I never id- 
low the accumulated error of my clock 
to exceed 15 seconds, so that the peo- 
ple of Victoria may always depend 
upon the clock being within a quarter 
of a minute of the. correct time. At 
present it is six seconds fast of Victoria 
mean time. ( '.

The pay taken out 
averages 20 oz. to the set. The members 
of the company, so far as we have been

as "Theodore." During the last ten 
years upwards of §100,000 have been ex- 
pended on Conklin Gulch in efforts to 
bottom the channel, but hitherto without 
thorough success.

The 
tl?l!l claims — -Two Sisters and Two 
Brothers — are working in conjunction and 
there is every indication of good results 
at an early date. On William Creek the 
Black Jack claim has recently paid very 
well and it ia estimated that the yield 
during the season has been at least §12,- 
000. The lied Rock Flume Co. has 
afforded employment to .some 130 or 40 
men, but although the "clean up" has not 
been ascertained it is supposed that the 
season's work lias been very favorable. 
The old Heron claim on Grouse Creek, 
which some ton vears ago paid no loss 
than §120,000 to "the fortunate sharehold- 
ers, is again being worked and yielding 
fair dividends. A company on this creek 
is also about to commence hydraulic opera- 
tions on an extensive scale at the lower 
end of the flat. On Snow Shoo Creek the 
ground known as the McMillan claim has 
boon paying from 12 oz. to Hi or. to the 
set with every prospect of a continuance 
in the same ratio next season. The Heedy 
quartz claim on Burns Mountain is in 
successful operation, keeping a 5-stamp 
mill steadily occupied at the rate of live 
tons per day. The result* of the crush- 
ing have not been disclosed, but it is re- 
ported that the ore continues to pay well 
and rumors have been rife that 8200 to 
the ton have born obtained. On Hard- 
scrabble Creek a company is making good 
wages and in another claim preparations 
nro underweigh for hydraulicing. Antler 
Creek, long ago famed for its richness, 
but which lias remained comparatively 
idle for many years, is once more the 
scene of activity and about 40 miners are 
engagod working high-bench diggings ami 
making good wag"« There is every pro- 
bability that this creek will afford employ- 
ment to a larger numbei of men next 
year. About two weeks since snow fell 
heavily on the various creeks, but mild 
weather subsequently set in, giving the 
owners of claims an opportunity to com- 
plete the season's "wash up." Provisions 
are plentiful, the current price of staple

He leaves be- 
hind him a wife and five children to whom 
the sympathy of all who know thorn is ex- 
tended in the hour of their irreparable 
bereavement. The funeral of the deceas- 
ed takes place at New Westminster this 
afternoon.

Mr. Cambie, C.E., returned from an 
exploration of Peace River nnd Slave 
Lakes countries yesterday. He entered 
British Columbia by Skeena River and 
traveled as far east as Lesser Slave Lake, 
following the 50th parallel of latitude nearly 
tho whole distance. He describes tho 
country through which ho passed for 250 
miles east and west and 100 miles north 
and south as fertile and destitute of rocks 
or hills. For five or six days the trails 
led through beautiful prairie land clothed 
with nutritious grasses with here and 
there a poplar or willow copse. Tho 
soil is composed of white silt, 
with a covering of black loam 
from 3 to 12 inches in depth— an 
exact counterpart of Manitoba land. Fine 
pasturago abounds everywhere the grass 
growing so thick as to form a sod. No 
white settlers, beside those at the Hud- 
son Bay posts, were seen. Very few In- 
dians were mot. Bear and moose were 
abundant. At Fort Dunvegan, 150 miles 
cast of the Rocky Mountains, on the 50th 
parallel, very line wheat was grown this 
season and harvested in August. Pota- 
toes, cabbage and other hardy vegetables 
aro abundant. Similar evidences of fer- 
tility and mildness of climate were ob- 
served at the other stations. A consider- 
able portion of the tine prairie country lies 
in British Columbia. From Lesser Slave 
Lako Mr. Gordon carried Mr. Cambie's 
report and dispatches to Fort Edmonton. 
Messrs. Dawson and McLood remained to 
make a enroful examination of the coun- 
try. The last named will reach Red 
River later in the year. Mr. Cambie ro- 
turns in excellent health after his most 
arduous mission. Mr. Horetzky also ar- 
rived yesterday. He has made a close 
examination of the Peace Rivor country 
and thinks well of it. 

Tho Aooldont at Cottonwood. 

A gentleman who reached Cottonwood 
Canon a few minutes after the occurrence 
of tho lamentable accident by which three 
lives were lost, informs us that a scow 
had been dropped down stream to the 
rock in mid-channel which it is intended 
to remove. The skiff was held in posi- 
tion by ropes made fast to either shore of 
tho river, and a small skiff acted as a sort 
of tender to the scow, being easily rowed 
from tho shore to tho rock and back again. 
The men — seven in number — had been at 
work but a few moments when one of the 
lines that hold tho scow parted . and tho 
scow swung against the rock, which was 
about a foot above water. The foreman 
leaped into the skill' to take up the parted 
rope. Five of the six men in the scow, 
although there was no danger, became 
panic-stricken and followed tho foreman 
into the skill', uiul the frail craft being 
overweighted sank at once. Two of tho 
men grasped tho side of the skiffand woro 
saved by tho man who had staid in the 
tho scow. The foreman and the three 
other men woro drawn under tho skirt. 
Tho foreman was swept down the stroam 
for some distance under water. He says 
he preserved his consciousness and reflect- 
ed that ho could not rise if ho did not di- 
vest himself of a pair of gum boots which 
ho had on. He succeeded in pulling them 
off, rose at once to tho surface and was 
saved by Indians who put off in a canoo. 
The three other men were drowned and 
their bodies have not yot beon recovered. 

New Wkstminster Items. — Jack, an 
insane Indian, has been brought down to 
New Westminster by special constable 
Campboll. The unfoitunato man says ho 
is the murderer of his father and brother, 
and as both these havo suddenly and un- 
accountably disappeared it is considered 
probablo his statement is true....

During the trial of a criminal case 
ill Nashville, Tenn., recently, John 
H. Dix, of the National Liberal League, 
when about to bo sworn as n witness, 
stated that he did not bolieve that 
there was a God, a heaven, a hell, a 
devil, a future punishment, or salva- 
tion of the soul. Ho believed in the 
Darwinian theory of evolution — that 
the world and all in it wore formed by 
the indexible law of naturo, and that 
the human race was descended from 
monkeys, as the various species of ani- 
mals were descended from the sea and 
air and earth. He believed that when 
ho died he would decay like other 
things, and that would bo the last of 
him. He believed that in conscience was 
his punishment. If he told a Ho he 
believed his conscienec wonld reproach 
him as long as ho lived. He had never 
told a lio in his life, never wronged a 
human being, and was the happiest 
man on earth. He was asked if ho be- 
lieved in the God of Israel, of Isaac, 
and of Jacob; a Christian God or a 
Pagan God, and firmly answered "No." 
Attornoy-Gonoral Washington explain- 
ed various beliefs in regard to God 
and future punishment, and declared 
that Mr. Dix believed in his conscience 
as a God. Judge Quarles announced 
that in view of Mr. Dix's statements 
ho would havo to rule out his evidence.
